Charles A. Dana, editor of the N. Y.Sun, speaking of 
rules proper to be observed by journalists, gives two very 
good ones, viz: ** Fight for your own opinions, but don't 
believe they contain the whole truth, or the only truth.” 
*• Support your party, if you have one, but don't think all 
the good men are in it, and all the bad men outside of it.” 

Churches and ministers of the right kind are the con- 
sevvitors of the world; but they cannot be maintained, 
as at present constituted, without much material aid. 
Hut there is much more excuse attending them than 
need to be, more to gratify pride and show, than for any 
real good, which, with the high salaries in many cases 
paid to preachers, becomes a. burden too heavy for the 
people to bear,mid some refuse to enter the clmrch and 
others leave it. in consequence. One of the most incon¬ 
gruous, inappropriate and grating things we know of as 
connected with re igious experience, is. when new mem¬ 
bers ar.- standing round the rail (vv.j nr s leaking of 
one branch of the Christian church) and they are being 
questioned as to their religious attainments and desires, 
and in which it is to lie supposed they are at such a time 
most deeply and feelingly interested, the wet-hlnnkel 
question is pul to them, Are you willing toconlribute to 
I he various enterprises of the church, according to vour 
ability ? Of course, assent is given. And then at some 
future time if the person objects to contribute to some 
useless extrvagance, lie or she is reminded of this vow. 
< *. the worldly 1 And this vow is a useless one—useless, 
fnnn the fact that the person, if of the right kind, will 
'•ontribuic. of course, to the maintenance of tlm church, 
mul if not of the right kind, such a vow will have no 
mop* effect than water ou a duck's hack, and will slip 
■ fi just as easy, and be disregarded. 

To show what this money craze in our churches 


can accomplish, we give the result* as developed in 
some of the churches in England. The statements are 
given in a letter published in the “ Christian Advocate. 

Some of our largest chapels in the provinces are not 
half ailed, some not one-third full; pew-rents have to 
he increased ; and, to improve the salary of the more 
educated preachers of the day,* the old quarterly col¬ 
lection is made twice in the quarter, and in some ot the 
circuits, thrice. . . Collections every Sabbath have 
driven hundredsaway from tlie churches,and hundreds 
of others put eoppers cm tlie plate instead of silver, as 
has been the case in times past, and that too in the best 
pews of the church. There are over one hundred Sun¬ 
day collections in that clmrch every year. The conse¬ 
quence is, many can give only a small sum each time, 
and annual subscriptions are often discontinued. In 
many cases of this kind, it is ‘'can t afford,” rather 
than “ don't care.'’ 

A no* her clergyman, secretary of tlie Missionary Soci¬ 
ety, at a meeting in a church where a tamlry window 
had been put in •* to the memory of Bishop Simpson,” 
v who, himself, no doubt, would have repudiated any 
such nonsense, but it gave some one or more an oppor¬ 
tunity to gel a little glory by associating their names 
with a truly great and good man.) stated that— 

Some of tlie largest churches in the Connection for 
some time past- had been only one-third full on Sunday; 
the oft-repeated collections had driven the jieople from 
them, and the cause was dying of sheer red-tai»e man¬ 
agement. Some of these almost empty churches had 
been turned into Missions, in which young evangelists 
«hvc working with good results. [No big salaries to pay 
to tlie “ more educated” preachers; fewer collections : 
houses mostly tilled two or three times every Sunday . |

the questiou, a surveyor from * neighboring city, was 
employed, and he, like any other wtui of common 
sense and impartiality would do, decided that the 
end of the pavement should be stmiewliat lowered, 
so as to make n more regular and natural descent, and 
the grade was fixed. Hut this righteous judgment lias 
!*.«>» met by opposition from numbers of the church, 
and others,'for fear, probably, of being put to some little 
excuse, by making Ibis slight and proper alteration, 
(but having no regard for what others might suffer,) 
and the stakes have been re-set. ami that, too, in t te 
absence of one of the most influential commission- 
♦•i-s. We trust our new Hoard of Coinmissioners*vi)l 
iad iiermit this great wrong, nor allow any man or set 
of man to have power, or self-will, or spite, enough 
t.» make void the work of an impartial suiveyor.

Why don’t these gentlemen luin their attention to 
lowering the railroad, or Isriu r still, elevate it above the 
hired i And then, if their yearnings must be gratified, 
there are some high places on the other side of tin; street, 
which they might give attention to. Hut we don't ask 
I h is.
